THE FIRST HAND value of 
the British fish catch soared to 
a record £206,432.802 last 
year. This waB a big rise on 
the £149,338,132 earned in 
1976. 

There was also a rise in the 
weight of fish landed: up from 
855,199 tonnes to 916,226 
tonnes. Imports of fresh, 
chilled and frozen fish at 
U 3,824 tonnes wore running 
at around the Rame level as 
1975, hut there wan a sharp 
increase in value. Imported 
fish last year cont £77,066,375 
against £54,498,000 in 1975. 

Out of the total British 
catch, Scotland contributed 
landings of 442,201 tonnes 
worth £85,879,376. This was a 
big increase on 197G, when 
the Scottish catch was worth 
£59,266,284 for 409,041 
tonnes. 


The shollfish catch also 
showed a tremendous rise in 
value up from £12,707,598 in 

1975 to £21,639,036 last year. 
The weight of shellfish also 
went up from 63,386 tonnes in 

1976 to 77,797 tonnes lost 
year. 

The moat valuable single 
species for the British fleet 
was cod which went up in 
VAlue from £49,103,161 in 
1975 to £03 ,037,2 L2. 

The heavy mackerel 
fishititf off suutn-wi-Ht Britain 
wus reflected in the renulte, 
when the catch went up from 
31,592 tonnes to 56,397 
tonnes, with a value of

Easter limit deadline 

BIG BOATS OUT OF IRELAND 



THE IRISH government has announced 
that it is going to take unilateral action to 
conserve its fish stocks. The controls are to 
come into effect at midnight on Easter Sun- 
day. 

Similar action has twice been deferred on £ 
request from the EEC. On this occasion, 
however, sources close to the Minister for 
Fisheries told Fishing News there is no question of 
a deferment. 


The decision to act alone 
waB taken after an all-day 
Cabinet meeting on April 1. 
Later the Minister, Paddy 
Donegan, said that trawlers 
over 110 ft. would be banned 
inBide a 50 to 100-mile zone 
around the Irish coast. 

Irish fiahermen have 
welcomed the decision, but 
there have been reBervations 
about a statement in the 
government announcement. 

ThiB said that other EEC 
governments would be invited 
to submit their fishing planB 
to the Irish government for 
consideration “with a view to 
the introduction by the Irish 
government of a scheme on 
the Lines proposed by the 
Commission, if this proves 
feasible.” 

What is meant by this 
rather nebulous statement 


was not spelled out at an Irish 
government press conference 
in Dublin, but it appears to 
be a legal device to protect the 
Irish decision to enforce un- 
ilateral measures. 

Mr. Donegan said the deci- 
sion not to enforce the 
regulations until April 10 was 
taken to allow skippers at sea 
to be notified of the new 
measures and to move their 
trawlers from Irish waters if 
thev were above 110 ft. 

However, a more cynical 
view is that it permits the 
Irish government a breathing 
space to allow for the 
possibility of a conservation 
deal with Brussels. 

The Irish decision was 
taken after the Cabinet was 
told of a Brussels talks 
breakdown because of the 
British attitude. The British

objection, in the Irish view, 
was particularly to catch 
quotas as proposed by the 
EEC in six and 12-mile 
limits. 

Mr. Donegan informed the 
EEC Farm and Fisheries 
Commissioner, Finn 
Gundelach, of the Irish deci- 
sion. He said it is hoped that 
the invitation to other 
member States to submit 
their fishing plans would 
make them Took favourably 
on the Irish action — and that 
they would regard the move 
as a measure to conserve fish 
stocks in the interests of all 
States. 


From Easter Sunday night 
the Irish Naval Service — 
now augmented by n former 
Danish stern trawler will bo 
patrolling the new 50 to 100 
mile limit, with back-up 
spotter planes. 

The Naval Service has six 
vessels — three former

ONE UNHAPPY 
visitor seen in Halifax 
last month was the 
Cuban stern trawler 
Playa Colorado. She had 
been detained iii 
Canada since late last 
year following a limit 
infringement. 

In company with two other 
Cuban trawlers, Playa 
Colorado was spotted inside 
the 12-mile limit. After ignor- 
ing a Canadian order to put 
into port, Play Colorado was 
chased and brought into 
Halifax by the destroyer 
Iroquois . 

The skippers of all three 
vessels were eventually charg- 
ed with entering Canadian 
limitB without permission. 

While the othe'r two 
trawlers have now left, it 
appears the East German- 
built 270 ft. Playa Colorado 
must stay until her fine is 
paid. 

The Cubans are not the 
only ones- in trouble with the 
Canadians. Since the 200- 
mile limit was introduced on 
January 1, : there have been 

incidents involving both 


Norwegian and British 
trawlers. 

Norwegian skipper, Johan 
Bigseth, had the dubious dis- 
tinction of being tho first 
foreigner to be fined under 
the new act brought in with 
the 200-mile limit. Ordered 
into St John's, New- 
foundland, after being found 
fishing 47 -miles inside the 
limit with his vessel Bergb- 
jorn, Skipper Bigseth was fin- 
ed a total of £2,600. 

Another vessel ordered into 
St. John’s last month was the 
Grimsby side -trawler 
William Wilberforce. The 
Canadians allege she had not
